Rome, July 16. On Sunday laft a Troop of Dragoons 
entred, to reinforce the Garrifon of this City ; and the 
Revolution of Naples giving Encouragement to tur- 
bulent Perfons to excite Diforders, the Government 
have publith’d a very vigorous Edit againft fuch as 
fhall difturb the publick Peace, in particular the Edi& 
declares they may be kill’d impunibly. And 3 Execu- 
tioners are fenc for hither, which makes it believ’d ex- 
emplary Juftice will be done upon fome Prifoners that 
are charg’d with a Confpiracy to plunder the City. 
The Dutchefs del Sefto is retir’d hither to a Houfe 
belonging to the Conftable Colonna; and feveral La- 
dies and Perfons who were inthe Service of the Dut- 
chefs of Efcalona, are come from Gaeta to Albano, to 
a Palace belonging to Prince Berghefe. The Duke of 
Altemps has done Homage to King Charles III, in 
whofe Name Cardinal Grimani receiv’d it, and has 
caus’d the Arms of the Houfe of Auftria to be put up 
over his Gate. Other Noblemen who have Eftates in 
the Kingdom of Naples have done the like. The Poft 
from Spain arriving, the Prince of Taxis General of 
the Pofts fent the Mail with the Letters to the Duke 
d’ Uzeda Ambaffador of King Philip, and fignified to 
him, that being a Subje& of King Charles III he was 

oing to Naples to pay Obedience to the new Viceroy 

ount Martinitz. The Conftable Colonna and other 
Perfons of Quality are on cheir Departure for Naples. 
The Marchionefs de los Balbafes is atriv’d here with 
her Family. The Marquis her Husband lately went 
from hence for Sicily. 


Rome, July 23. The Count de St. Eftevan de 
Gorinaz, Son of the Duke d’ Efcalona late Viceroy 
of Naples, has pafs’d through this City for France 
with Iaftructions from bis Father whom he left in 
Gaeta. ’Tis faid the Duke d’Uzeda Ambaffador of 
Spain, has fent bis Secretary to the Court of Srance 
to defire that he may quit his Caracter of Am- 
paffador, his Penfion of 36000 Crowns a Year 
aifign’d him on the Revenues of the Kingdom 
of Naples being now cut off. The Marquis de los 
Balbafes new Viceroy of Sicily, is arriv’d at Pa- 
lermo where he was receiv’d with a Salvo of the 
Arcillery andthe Acclamations of the People. The 
Duke de TurGs ig atriv’'d ac Leghorne indifpos’d in 
his Captain-Galley, having left in the Canal of 
Piombino 9 other Galleys of his Squadron and 
of that of Naples, with 7 large Barks which have 
landed Troops and Ammunition at Porro-Longone, 
for the Service of that Place and of the Garrifons of 
Orbitello and Porto-Ercole : There are alfo 600 
Paffingers who have retir’d from Naples with their 
Families and Effects.
